The home assistant will work eight 
hours a day for a sulary of $15 a w eek. 
She will not live In the home of her 
emp loyer or take her meals there. Hlie 
will have an hour for luncheon, when 
she can go to a restaurant or eat a 
lunch which site has brought with her 
just as she would were she emp loyed 
In a factory. 
The emp loyer will not 
address the home worker by lu-r first 
name. She will la* Miss Smith or Mrs. 
Brown, as flu- case may be. 
Ap p licants for the course are care­ 
fully selected, and registrants are ap 
p curlng in large number*. 
With the 
same indep endence as to recreation 
hours, p laces of eating and living as 
tin* factory girl, house work has n 
greater ap p eal, as being u less monoto­ 
nous and more Interesting work to the 
average woman.
